Sen. Max Baucus on Wednesday brought out the much-awaited 
Finance Committee version of an American health-system remake — 
a landmark $856 billion, 10 -year measure that starts a rough ride 
through Congress without visible Republican backing. 

The bill by Baucus, chairman of the Finance Committee, would 
make major changes to the nation’s $2.5 trillion health care system, 
including requiring all individuals to purchase health care or pay 
a fine, and language prohibiting insurance company practices like 
charging more to people with more serious health problems. 

“This is a unique moment in history where we can finally reach 
an objective so many of us have sought for so long,” said Baucus 
(D-Mont.). “The Finance Committee has carefully worked through 
the details of health care reform to ensure this package works for 
patients, for health care providers and for our economy” 

Consumers would be able to shop for and compare insurance 
plans in a new purchasing exchange. Medicaid would be expand- 
ed, and caps would be placed on patients’ yearly health care costs. 
The plan would be paid for with $507 billion in cuts to government 
health programs and $349 billion in new taxes and fees, including a 
tax on high-end insurance plans and fees on insurance companies 
and medical device manufacturers. 

But the bill fails to fulfill President Obama’s aim of creating a new 


A CLOSER LOOK 

People insured through large employers would not see major 
changes, but some of their health care benefits would be nicked 
to help pay for the cost of the plan. Everyone covered through 
an employer would learn the full costs of their health benefits, 
which starting next year would be reported on employees’ W-2 tax 
forms. Although family coverage averages about $13,000 a year, 
most workers don’t know how much their employer is paying. Not 
carrying insurance could result in a steep fine, as much as $3,800 
per family, or $950 for an individual. People who can’t afford their 
premiums would be exempted from the fine. 

government-run insurance plan— or option— to compete with the 
private market. It proposes instead a system of nonprofit member- 
owned cooperatives, somewhat akin to electric co-ops that exist in 
many places around the country That was one of many concessions 
meant to win over Republicans. 

Baucus still is holding out hope for GOP support when his com- 
mittee actually votes on the bill, probably as early as next week. 

“This is a good bill. This is a balanced bill,” he told reporters at a 
Capitol Hill news conference. Earlier, Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev) said, “Everyone should understand it’s just the begin- 
ning, but it’s a good beginning.”

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Court sets 
execution date 
for D.C. sniper

A Virginia judge onWednesday set aNov 10 execu- 
tion date for John Allen Muhammad, mastermind 
of the 2002 sniper attacks in the Washington, 
D.C., area that left 10 dead. 

The attorney general’s office last week requested 
that the execution be on Nov 9, but Prince William 
County Circuit Judge Mary Grace O’Brien chose 
a day later. The date, which falls on a Tuesday, was 
picked so courts would be open the day before in 
case they have to take up last-minute appeals, said 
Jonathan Sheldon, Muhammad’s attorney 

The date was picked during an early morning 
conference call with the judge, the attorney gen- 
eral’s office and Sheldon. 

Sheldon said Muhammad will appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court and ask Gov Timothy Kaine for 
clemency 

Muhammad was sentenced to death for the slay- 
ing of Dean Meyers, who was shot at a Manassas 
gas station during a three-week killing spree in 
October 2002 that left 10 dead in Maryland, 
Virginia and the District of Columbia. 

They also were suspected of shootings in several 
other states, including a killing in Louisiana and 
another in Alabama. 

His teenage accomplice, Lee Boyd Malvo, is 
serving life in prison for the shooting spree. 

Last month a federal appeals court rejected 
Muhammad’s argument that prosecutors with- 
held critical evidence and that Muhammad never 
should have been allowed to act as his own attor- 
ney for a portion of his trial because he was too 
mentally impaired. 

The attorney general’s office declined to com- 
ment Wednesday

A gift from these 
little ‘Piggies’ 

If you haven’t heard lately from that friend of yours who is a huge 
Beatles fan, he’s likely squirreled himself away to listen over and over 
again to the brand-new, incredible-sounding remastered versions of the 
band’s albums. 

Or he’s been in a terrible accident. 

Last week, along with the much-anticipated release of a Beatles ver- 
sion of the video game “Frogger” in which you must maneuver Ringo 
across a busy street, the band finally issued a corrective to the shoddy 
Beatles CDs that have frustrated fans and Charles Manson alike for 
years. 

Most exciting is that you can now buy a $298.98 boxed set of the 
Beatles CDs in a “mono mix,” or how the Beatles initially intended 
them— which, I think, means %ko’s vocals have been removed from 
“The Continuing Story of Bungalow Bill.” 

As one of the biggest Beatles fans and the owner of a Sanyo boom 
box purchased for $60 at Target in the mid-’90s, I must say the remas- 
tered albums are a revelation. Tbu’ve never heard “Testerday” or ‘All 
You Need Is Love” or “Get Back” sound so clear. On the latter, you can 
practically hear the band breaking up! 

But the true standout is the remastered version of “Piggies. ’’The 
i2th song on the first disc of the “The White Album,” the George 
Harrison-penned “Piggies” can finally be heard in its full glory When 
George sings, “Have you seen the little piggies,” you want to jump up 
and say, “Tes, I have!” 

The ‘Abbey Road” album, however, has so far been the best-selling 
of the remastered discs, and it’s easy to see why This was the band at 
perhaps its most rocking, and songs like “Come Together” and “Oh! 
Darling” get a nice sonic boost. But let’s get back to “Piggies.” 

The remastered “Piggies” should finally convince Beatles naysayers 
of the band’s greatness— and innovativeness. Indeed, when the song’s 
pig sound effects kick in, you can, for the first time, picture swine in 
the studio alongside the band. 

Paul McCartney, in fact, says the new CDs “are more like what we 
heard coming out of the speakers as we made the records.” That’s quite 
an interesting assertion, and worth discussing in more detail. 

Unfortunately, with limited space here, more discussion of “Piggies” 
takes precedence. 

Lennon/McCartney are often hailed as the 20th Century’s top song- 
writers, but this new “Piggies” calls into question whether they were 
even tops in their own band! 

And as the two-minute-and-four-second “Piggies” reaches its cre- 
scendo, George’s voice booms with an intensity heretofore never expe- 
rienced by this listener. 

“Everywhere there’s lots of piggies/Living piggy lives,” George tells 
us— and, in this biggest gift the newly remastered Beatles catalogue has 
given us, nobody can any longer doubt this assertion.

Sometimes the calls come in the early hours of the morning. Word of a 
dance battle brewing in a local parking lot. In a park. Even at a gas station. 

No matter the time, King Charles— a.k.a. Charles Parks— answers the 
call, he says. So it goes in the world of Chicago footworkin’, where danc- 
ers from across the city meet in public spaces to pit their skills in a style 
of performance— often dubbed an urban riverdance— against one 
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Taking a 
step back 


Footworkin’ is white-hot right 
now, but Chicago also is known 
for another form of dance. 

Steppin’, as immortalized by 
the R. Kelly hit “Step in the Name 
of Love,” is going strong and has 
spread to other cities. The dance — 
with its roots in the jitterbug and 
bopping— is a fluid, partnered 
dance done in 6 -count or 8 -count 
steps. 

Each year, steppin’ attracts 
thousands to the city for an 
annual World’s Largest Steppers 
Contest, this year taking place on 
Sept. 19 at the Hyatt Hotel on 151 
E. Wacker Drive. Steppers, from 
their late teens and up, com- 
pete for $20,000, according to 
renowned dancer James Frazier, 
who founded steppin’ group the 
Majestic Gents in the South 
Loop 12 years ago. 

In that time, buoyed by main- 
stream stepper classics 
from Kelly’s tune to 
the recent radio smash 
“On the Ocean” from 
Detroit’s K’Jon, step- 
pers have expanded their 
style and even the music 
they dance to, going 
from Luther Vandross 
and Smokey Robinson to 
dancing to gospel music 
or hip-hop steppin’ to 
50 Cent. 

“I see the young ones out there 
doing it with the older, more 
classic-style steppers,” Frazier, 
who is headquartered out of the 
South Loop, said. Frazier senses 
the dance form will only con- 
tinue to grow— but in different 
directions. “Nowadays there is 
a lot more flair. More turns and 
twists. The music makes a real 
difference.” 

The dance— which flourished in 
black communities on the South 
and West Sides— is diversifying 
too, according to Frazier, who said 
“any and everybody” of all ages 
and skin colors came out to step 
earlier this summer when Majestic 
Gents participated in the city’s 
SummerDance celebrations. 

Even if you missed a chance to 
step out this summer, the Gents and 
others offer classes citywide. k.k. 


Chicago’s FootworKINGz bringing 
Windy City styie to the mainstream 


another in informal bouts as a crowd looks on. At stake: 
reputation and recognition. 

For the uninitiated, footworkin’ is a rapid series of 
steps, leaps and twirls performed at a rate between 150 
and 170 beats per minute, and it’s moving quickly up the 
pop culture register right now. 

Members of Chicago supergroup FootworKINGz, 
with which King Charles is affiliated, made it to the final 
10 of ‘America’s Got Talent” before being eliminated 
Sept. 9. The show wrapped Wednesday King Charles, 
22, who wasn’t on the TV show, just wrapped a tour with 
fellow FootworKINGz member Prince Jron, 23 —a.k.a. 
Jaron Boyd. Both men also were a part of Madonna’s 
“Sticky and Sweet” tour after debuting on the “Hard 
Candy” leg last year. 

As a result of these separate efforts at home and 
abroad, there is increased visibility for footworkin’, fol- 
lowing a minor flirtation with the mainstream including 
a choreography cameo in Missy Elliott’s “Lose Control” 
video (2005) and a FootworKINGz appearance in a 
Verizon Wireless spot for a “juke” phone (2007). 

The dance style has been developing on the South 
and West Sides of Chicago for more than 20 years. The 
FootworKINGz have been around as a supergroup since 
2007. 

“What they’re doing is really bubbling to the sur- 
face,” said Nick Pupillo, a professional ballet dancer 
and founder of the Visceral Dance Center who became 
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acquainted with the street dance style after renting space 
to FootworKINGz. 

Pupillo was so impressed that two months ago, he donat- 
ed practice space to them at his facility, located at 2820 N. 
Elston Ave. And he isn’t the only one enthralled with the 
fast-moving phenom. 

Despite their ‘America’s Got Talent” loss, 
FootworKINGz were selected as a “judge’s choice” and 
dazzled audiences with glow-in-the dark costumes. Later 
this month, FootworKINGz members will teach their 
first master class for about 80 members of the public at 
Visceral. On Oct. 3, the crew lifts off with “Take Flight,” 
a mini-documentary that explores footwork origins and 
their own success through dance, said group manager Leida 
“Lady Sol” Villegas. 

Villegas, with the help of King Charles, began putting 
the supergroup together after watching his Creation dance 
crew perform at a Museum of Contemporary Art event in 
20o6.Villegas, herself a dancer with bi-coastal connections, 
was blown away by the rapid-fire moves back then, she said. 
Starting with, and working with King Charles, Villegas built 
the crew up to 10 official members, and two alternates, some 
of whom have traveled the world. 

Still, footworkin’ itself still has further to travel before 
truly breaking into the mainstream. 

“We’ve got to get out in the world and get people bat- 
tling all over the world like the krumpers, poppers, the 
lockers and the house {dancers] do,” Villegas said, referring 


to other popular styles of street dance. 

During their travels overseas. King Charles and Jron 
served as de facto diplomats. 

Both recently participated in the famed Juste Debout 
dance competition in Paris, while touring with Madonna, 
where they placed in the semifinals to their surprise. Prince 
Jron said. 

“It was a touching experience for me to go to this tour- 
nament thinking we weren’t going to get no respect and 
instead it was the opposite,” Prince Jron said. ‘Afterward, 
when we traveled, people would come up to us and ask Are 
you FootworKINGz,’ and want us to sign stuff for them.” 

King Charles savored an opportunity to enter a house 
dancing competition in London, during which he was 
forced to slow his moves down significantly to match the 
music of the competition. He entered solo and lasted until 
the finals, when he said he was narrowly defeated in a tie- 
breaker with a Londoner. 

“They were probably thinking they’d never see me again, 
and this guy is like a favorite,” Charles said, adding that his 
competitor was “really dope.” “But really, it meant a lot I 
got so far.” 

And the FootworKINGz— as well as their dance of 
choice— could go even further, Villegas predicts. 

“It’s an evolution, but we are seeing progress and oppor- 
tunity,” Villegas said. “Right now. I’ve got more gigs than 
I’ve got dancers who can actually take them.”

Christopher Kelly’s family closed ranks in their 
grief Wednesday but the funeral for one of for- 
mer Goy. Rod Blagojevich’s chief confidants was 
a reminder that Kelly’s life and death played out 
under an intense spotlight. 

Rev. David Dowdle, pastor of St. John of the 
Cross Catholic Church in Western Springs, said 
Kelly’s “public and tragic death” had left his survi- 
vors coping with a range of emotions, from anger 
to love. Kelly, 51, died last week in what officials 
say was apparently a suicide as a prison sentence 
loomed. 

The most well-known mourner, Blagojevich, 
sat conspicuously behind the Kelly family with 
his wife, Patti, and two daughters, all visibly 
moved and fighting back tears during the service. 
Blagojevich shook hands with several of about 
200 mourners in the church but did not offer 
any public remarks during the one-hour service 
or afterward. 

Kelly’s family— including his estranged wife. 
Carmen, and their three daughters— filled the first 
five rows of the church. 

Charles Kelly told mourners that his brother’s 
main priority was always his family, which he said 
was prouder of him than ever “in every aspect of 
his life.” 

Charles Kelly said he could finally be sure that 
his brother was “at peace. Nothing more, nothing 
less.” 

Moments after mourners soulfully sang of the 
“valley of darkness” in the 23rd Psalm, Dowdle 
brought up the delicate issue of suicide. 

He quoted another priest who said that 
“not even God can unscramble eggs,” that 
some people are suffering to a degree no one 
can understand. “Only faith can give these 
emotions, these questions, any meaning,” 
Dowdle said. 

Officials say Kelly went to a rented trailer in 
Country Club Hills on Friday night and apparently 
ingested an overdose of pills. Toxicology tests are 
pending, but police say they consider the investiga- 
tion closed.

Backing the bid 

Obamas and Daley make pitch for Chicago games in Washington, D.C.

Sixteen days from the deciding vote. President Obama made a 
rousing pitch Wednesday for Chicago to win the Summer Olympic 
Games in 2016. He later joined in some Olympic-style fun and games 
on the South Lawn of the White House. 

Obama said the health-care fight would keep him home next 
month when backers of Chicago’s bid go to Copenhagen for the 
vote of the International Olympic Committee. 

“But the good news is I’m sending a more compelling superstar to 
represent the city and the country we love, and that is our first lady, 
Michelle Obama,” the president said. 

The IOC will vote Oct. 2 on which of four bid cities will get the 
2016 games: Chicago, Madrid, Rio de Janeiro or Tokyo. 

From Mrs. Obama: “Barack and I would feel such tremendous 
pride to see the Olympic torch burning brightly in the city that we 
love so much.” 

The president said Wednesday that ‘Americans, like Chicagoans— 
we don’t like to make small plans. We want to dream big and reach 
high. We hope deeply We want these Games. And if you choose 
Chicago, I promise you this: Chicago will make America proud, and 
America will make the world proud.” 


Mayor Daley, representatives of Chicago 2016 and the U.S. 
Olympic Committee also were on hand to champion the city’s bid. 
Daley invoked Olympic legends Jesse Owens and Ralph Metcalfe in 
pushing for the games. 

With the South Lawn studded with Olympians— and middle- 
school children their spectators — the president took off his suit 
jacket before a judo demonstration, leaving spectators to wonder if 
he would take to the mat. “I’m not getting out there,” he insisted. 
“Michelle can go if she wants.” But, dressed as she was in a colorful 
print skirt, she demurred. 

The president marveled when Olympic fencer Tim Morehouse, 
31, of New York City, showed him the silver medal he captured in 
Beijing in 2008 for team fencing. Morehouse, in an interview, said 
he is training for the London games in 2012, and might try to stay 
in his sport past the usual retirement age, should Chicago land 
the bid.

Although 
no funding comes with the designation, 
Landmarks Illinois’ annual list is designed 
to educate the public and spur action. 

Built from 1952 until 1954 and designed 
by architect A. James Speyer, the Highland 
Park home and pavilion that appeared in 
“Ferris Bueller” is for sale for $2.3 million. 
It is at risk of being torn dovm. Landmarks 
officials say because several inquiries have 
been made regarding the demolition of 
the house and a possible lot split.

I MADRID A court in Barcelona says insult- 
ing your boss with one particularly foul 
obscenity is not grounds for dismissal, insist- 
ing the slight is common in arguments in 
Spain and not that big a deal. 

The zinger in question translates as “son of 
a {bleep],” and was used by a worker against 
his boss during a January 2008 money dis- 
pute in the northeastern city of Gerona, The 
worker, who also called his boss “crazy,” was 


prompdy fired. 

The man lost a first court challenge, but 
won on appeal with the Superior Court of 
Justice of Catalonia in February 

The ruling— first reported this week by 
Spanish human resources Web site Carta 
de Personal— said the worker should either 
be reinstated in his job or receive 6,483 euro 
($9,472) in compensation. It is not known 
which option the employer picked. 


“Without a doubt, both expressions are 
insulting,” Judge Sara Maria Pose Vidal said 
in the ruling, a copy of which was obtained 
by the AP, But she noted that when the man 
called his boss crazy, he had been on his 
way out of the office and the boss did not 
hear it. 

She also wrote that the “son of a {bleep}” 
remark should be viewed in linguistic con- 
text.

Their eats: You might wonder how chef Erik Williams, who 
isn’t Jewish and didn’t know all that much about Jewish 
dietary law until recently, came to head the kitchen at 
Morgan Harbor Grill, a kosher parve restaurant that opened 
in early August next to Good Morgan Kosher Fish in West 
Rogers Park. The answer is simple. It all comes down to fish. 

Kosher parve means no dairy and no meat, so dinner 
options often default to fish. And Williams, who’s also been 
in the kitchen at Bin 36 and Volo, has worked at Burhop’s 
Seafood and Dirk’s Fish, which he helped open. With his 
background, he always found himself working the fish sta- 
tion at restaurant jobs. In other words, Williams is a good 
fish chef— and a good fish chef is a good kosher parve chef 

Kosher parve, Williams explains, is a flexible option for 
dining out because it’s a neutral designation. “Typically, 
if you’re eating parve, you can have it any time of the day 
regardless of anything else that you’ve eaten,” Williams says. 
“Having a parve restaurant means that if you had a ham- 
burger for lunch, you can still come for dinner. 

“The challenge, of course, is that we don’t have any meat 
and we don’t have any dairy” 

That’s where Williams’ experience with fish comes in 
handy Relying almost entirely on simple pastas and fish 
dishes, he brings fine-dining finesse to kosher fare. Though 
you can order a classic grilled or fried whitefish sand-

wich ($12), the heart of the 
menu includes more refined 
options such as crispy-skinned barramundi with a house- 
made matzo ball, summer veggies and wild mushroom jus 
($21), and black miso-marinated escolar ($22) grilled on a 
cedar plank and served atop truffle-scented hot slaw with 
Moroccan preserved lemon sauce. 

Morgan Harbor isn’t offering a special menu for the 
Jewish high holidays but will keep regular weekday hours. 
The restaurant is open ii a.m.-9 p.m. Monday-Thursday and 
closes before sundown Fridays (currently 3 p.m.) and all day 
Saturday It also will be closed Sundays through Oct. ii. 

Your drinks: Anything you bring to Morgan Harbor Grill 
must be kosher. That means beer made strictly with tradi- 
tional ingredients (water, hops, barley, yeast) is fair game. 

But fruit beers or pumpkin ales seen this time of year need 
to be certified and labeled to make the cut (most aren’t). 

If you’re drinking wine, you’ll need a bottle that’s kosher 
certified, bearing a seal that indicates the production has 
been supervised from start to finish. For one of the wider 
selections around, head down the block to Kol Tuv Kosher 
Foods (2938 W Devon Ave. 773-764-1800). Owner Chayim 
Knobloch stocks a variety of kosher-certified wines and 
sake. For grilled fish dishes, try a bottle of Barkan sauvignon 
blanc ($10.49), ^ crisp, light-bodied white with herbal notes.

hensible as ever, 

“%u could make the argument that these are 
like the most short-sighted, present-minded, 
completely selfish characters,” Howerton said 
during a sit-down at San Diego Comic-Con 
in July Howerton said the “gang,” as the show 
calls the owners of Paddy’s Pub in Philadelphia, 
have only one thing on their minds at all times:

“We feel like our audience is young and sick 
of watching the same boring {bleep], repeti- 
tive thing that they’re seeing every week. They 
want to see something new, something fun, 
something that they have never seen before,” 
The show’s die-hard fan base sure appreci- 
ates their work. The show has drawn a cult 
following that has created online fan groups 
and Green Man clubs. The response to last 
season’s finale, “The Nightman Cometh,” was 
so great that the cast decided to perform the 
made-up opera in the episode live in a series 
of productions on both coasts.

that the writers don’t feel any pressure to keep 
the show controversial or to intentionally be 
gross or shocking. It just happens that way 

“I like to think that the show is intelligent 
and that it’s smart, and that structurally we’re 
telling a good story and a valid story,” he said, 
“It’s just what we find funny. It’s what makes 
us laugh. When we’re breaking stories we’re 
always like, ‘Oh, my God, we can’t do that— 
we should do that!’ ” 

McElhenney used an upcoming story line to 
illustrate. They decided to dedicate an episode 
to an alcohol and drug intervention because 
Howerton and Olson are fans of the real-
